In the new RSGB publication, -Technical Topics Scrapbook 1990 to 
1994-, page 118 (from RadCom of November 1991), there's a drawing of a 
purpose-built catapult for getting a line over a tree branch. It 
would be pretty cheap and easy to put together, and might be perceived 
as less of a threat then most methods, while requiring less skill than 
doing it with a fishing pole. 

It also has a clever release mechanism.

I figure that I got more that $700 worth of radio, even if I did build it 
myself & then had to figure out what I'd put where & why I forgot 
everything I knew about trouble-shooting & signal tracing, which is 
another embarasssing story to be saved for some dark night around the 
tribal fire when I'm closing in on the estate auction. 


You who are building or getting ready to: pay attention. You'll love the 
radio when it's done & workin' good. 


You who have built, well . . . you know what I mean.

Band conditioins for Field Day 1999 were better than 
the past few weeks & months. With 15M opening early 
and stayed open into saturday evening. But boy did it 
crash about 18:00Z on sunday! 

Ten meters was just barely open saturday, but not on 
sunday to speak of. 

The 20M band was available both days here in Arkansas. 
But most of my contacts were on 15M. 


My total QSO's for both days was 58. My equipment was 
the Index Labs QRP+ & Oak Hills QRP wattmeter. The 
15/10M antenna is a 2 ele quad at 70' with the rotor 
not working. On 20M my half square at 20' does all the 
work. I was able to operate off and on both days, and 
just a little saturday evening. 


Contests like this are prime for milliwatt action, and 
I gave it a good try. In my milliwatt Worked All 
States effort I picked up 4 new states, IL, IN, SC, 
and RI. 


I got IL with 17mW, IN with 33mW, SC with 28mW and RI 
took 100mW. The 4 new states "cost" me a total of 
178mW. I tried and tried getting RI with less power 
but had to turn up the power to 100mW in the end. 


Also considerably reduced my WASTP (worked all states 
total points) as I added the new states! 


I now stand at 41 states with total power of 1.179 
watts. Before field day I stood at 37 states at about 
1.4 watts. 


This weekend I used the most power for a new state, RI 
with 100mW. Useing 100mW for one state is a bit 
"piggy" but I was able to reduce power on some other 
states. For example my previous power "spent" for VA 
was 7OmW, but I was able to pick up a VA Field Day stn 
with 17mW. Also trimmed was MI from 70 to 33mW, MA 
from 50 to 25mW, CT from 45 to 28mW, TN from 40 to 
28mW, WI from 40 to 33mW, MN from 40 to 28mW, and NJ 
from 32 to 25mW. 


I feel sure that by the end of 1999 I can get all 50 
states with less than 1 watt.

There was some discussion amoung a small group (two QRP Hall of Famers and 
a probable future menber) I was priveledged to have lunch with at HamCom, 
as to what the great next kit might be.

So here's the "Kit I'd Like to See". A General Coverage Receiver. The 
design would be a modest superhet suitable for a boy's/girl's first radio. 
It would fit in the place that the Heathkit AR3 did for so many of us. It 
should not be particularly small so as to make the parts far enough apart 
for the beginning solderer. It should have a large vernier analog dial 
suitable for young hands and old eyes. It should be as up to date 
technicaly as possible with the latest IC's etc. As much as possible it 
should be wireless (K2 style) with controls, switches, jacks, etc. directly 
mounted to a single pc board. Simple audio filtering to aid in selectiviy 
is a must while allowing as much AM fidelity for SW broadcasts as 
practical. I'd sugest the standard 1.8 to 30 Mhz range. Power should come 
from internal batteries ranging from AA cells to a small gel cell. I would 
not include a case so as to allow some customization of apperance.

I was given about 100 feet of used tower. Some parts of the sections 

are badly rusted, and in need of paint. What kind of paint is good for 
towers? What about guying? I putting it up next to the house with four 
brackets to attach it. Above the house we are going to guy it. I want to 
attach two of the guy wires to the peak of the roof. Is this OK? this is 
what the previous owner did and he said it worked fine. I am planning 

to pound a 10 £t long 3/4 inch diameter copper plumbing pipe into the 
ground at the base of the tower. I'm going to have a switching system 

on the tower so I can just have one coax coming in. I will have an arc 
gap arrestor on this, and be able to tie the coax to ground outside the 
house. I could also have the relays at the top tie the unused antennas 
to the tower. 


I just read the "killer groundplane" antenna article in QST. His results 
seem a little extraordinary. Could this be fed with 50ohm coax (only one 
band of course)? 


I operated or at least tried to during field day. I was listening for 4 
or 5 hrs 

but I only got 12 QSO's. I was using the sw40+ into dipole at home. It 
was 

on batteries. I heard a couple AZ stations on Sunday morning. On some of 
contacts the guy on the other end didn't slow down enough, so I had to 
stick 

around awhile. Most of that is because I often go too fast on my straight 
key. 

Does anyone have a pinout for an MC3392? I need it to get the keyer 
going. 

I couldn't find it on the internet. Anyway, I can't even describe how

was at the band. Once on Sat night about midnight, all of a sudden the 
condx 


must have jumped, cause it just started sounding like a steady noise from 
one 

end of my dial to the other (about 7015-7052), except for the stronger 
stations. 

I didnt call CQ (no room), and I think that the filter on the sw40 is not 
adequate 

for condx like that. I could typically hear about 3-5 stations. Once you 
start 

concentrating on a signal the rest seem to fade right out. The brain is 
an amazing 

audio filter.

QRPer's! 


I built a homebrew mast holder for when I go mobile and no trees around 
for miles. The unit sits under one of your vehicle tires and is very 
strong. During the last VHF contest I used a 20' push up mast on the 
holder. It was strong enough to support my 3 ele 6m beam and 2 m beam. I 
would not be afraid to put a small hf beam on this assembly. 


The base is made out of 3/4 in plywood. One could use 1x stock whatever 
is on hand.Just make sure its wide enough so you tires can sit on it. My 
base is made of 2 layers of 3/4" plywood to assure good strength. 
Measures 14"x24". On one end, you attach with 4 nuts and bolts, a 1" 
pipe flange, available at any hardware store. Make sure the bottom of 
the bolts are flush with the bottom of the wood base unit. You then have 
a choice of what length of pipe to use for the support pipe. I used 1"x 
12" pipe. Works FB with the push up masts. One can use a bigger or 
smaller pipe dia. to suit ones needs for their particular mast 
requirements. 


BTW: I think I got this idea out of an old "Hints and Kinks". Thought 
some of you might be interested since the "Mast" posts have been

I have to match literally hundreds of crystals for the Oak Hills kits-- you can 
buy them matched within "parts per million" specs but it adds a lot to the cost 
so we go with "reasonably" close and hand match them. 


We use a "crystal tester" which was in QRP Classics, and is really just a 
simple little one transistor Hartley oscillator. We look at the output on the 
scope and discard any that aren't modulating or are weak. Then we look at the 
frequency counter and set them into piles that are within a few Hz of the same 
frequency. 


There are several tester circuits around, and I have also been playing with the 
one in the GQRP Club's Six Pack. It has an led which is triggered by a diode 
detector and is adequate proof of functionality. It also has a "tap" fora 
frequency counter, which will work with the OHR DD1 Digital Dial / Counter. 


If you don't have a counter, and know what you are doing, you can listen for 
the fundamental signal on a receiver. Depending on the receiver you can get 
pretty accurate. For example, my FT920 has a little "center frequency display" 
for received CW signals, and you can see whether the received signal is above 
or below the "center" frequency and by how much. Or you can do it by ear. 

You can also use the received signal strength as an indication of performance. 


Hope this helps.

Gang, 

I finished my DSW20 today, a very easy build, almost too easy. I'm not 
what you would call an experienced builder but have done an NW40 and a few 
keyers, ticks and K10. The DSW came right up and I had no problem setting 
the beat note with the sidetone. Peaking the rf can is nada and u are on 
the air. I found I had quite a click in the head phones with the built in 
keyer but as soon as I put it in the straight key mode and used the K10 
keyer that went away. Power output doesn't seem what it should be, but the 
only meter I have is the forward pwr in an MFJ tuner - will check it 
tomorrow with W3PNL's WM-2. All this done while the rig is laid out ona 
bench, no enclosure and still need to ground all the control bodies. The 
AFA is terrific and I really like the tuning. The 500 Hz (nominal) 
bandwidth is a little wide for my liking and I might add an APF mod in the 
future. First contacts while it laid on the bench were WA200D in CO and 
LY2EM in of course, LY land. If the MFJ is to be believed, this isn't bad 
for 500 mw to a 270' loop up 45'. Build time for me was approx. 8 hrs, 
including inventory and checking each resistor because I'm color blind. 

I really like this rig and am envisioning 3 of them stacked in one 
enclosure. Yeh, yeh, that's the ticket, a DSW multibander.

I referred to this radio yesterday in my posting about QRP with 
"Non-standard" gear. The Ramsey kits are a descent kit to build to get 
your feet wet with both building and QRP. It is a VXO design (2 XTALS 
can be installed on the PC board, but there is room in the cases for 
modifications. The VXO typically allows up to only 10 KC swing. To some 
this is a problem, but I find that if more swing is needed, quite 
unsavory conditions will be present in the oscillator. For the QRP 
crowd, a XTAL at 7.040 will allow a swing down to the neighborhood of 
about 7.032. 


The jack on the back of it labelled RECV is so the operator can connect 
the RX DIRECTLY to this port. Now, I tried it with my beloved Hammarlund 
HQ-170, given to me by my grandfather Emil, W2DGV, SK, and I could see no 
damage or harm done to it. The signal comes into the RX quite good, due 
largely to a great circuit board. The protection comes from diodes 
acting much like an RF controlled switch. Great idea for those of us who 
use separates. 


It puts out one watt FLAT. More power can be had by swapping the generic 


3053 with something hearty like a 4427, or an SK 9645. I did it, and get 
about 2 watts here. 


For the record...the Ramsey RX kits are very poor in performance. No 
sensitvity or selectivity. If a direct conversion RX is what you have in 
mind, try the Ten Tec T-Kit model 1056. You will love it!!!

Hi George... Ten Tec makes a kit a that MIGHT be what you want... it's not 
the cheapest thing in the world, and it may be MORE rcvr than a beginner 
should tackle... but I gather it's pretty good, all told. Check their web 
site if you're not familiar with it. It might be interesting to put your 
question to Ten Tec and see what they say-especially regarding regarding 
beginner assembly. 


I think you are right that a simpler but just as good version could be made, 
considering DDS synthesizers, and their capabilities. It would probably be 
best if it came like Dave's DSW-40 (NN1G / Small Wonder Labs)/etc. with the 
synthesizer chip presoldered, and then everything else as a kit. 


AA Cells would be the best choice for headfone output... Dave's DSW-40 draws 
only about 40mA on receive... and a switch cutting off a speaker amp would 
yield both the ability to use the internal AA cells, or external power and 
full speaker audio. It'd eat those AA cells alive-but their attractive to me 
for headfone-only operations, cuz you can get those nice (and admittedly 
expensive) Eveready Lithium AA-cells that seem to last forever! But I DO 
like a speaker too. 


You could also talk to Dave, and see if he had any ideas / would think about 
doing one. I think Eric and Wayne are up past their elbows trying to get the 
K2 kits out the door, as well as the options for it finished. But you never 
know, and they would surely give you a prompt answer. 


Who knows: you may start something!!!

Throughout the 
event, we both felt that we were doing considerably better than last year. 


I'd like to think that re-doing the radials for the vertical and adding the 
40M dipole made the difference, but more likely the improved conditions were 
entirely responsible for our 150 QSO improvement over last year. 


We had a K10 PIC keyer and NorCal paddle set up for the public and several 
visitors got a kick out of sending their own CW. An Italian couple stopped 
by and understood "Morse" and "SOS", but otherwise we had a difficult time 
communicating. Speaking of visitors, a couple of strange coincidences took 
us by (pleasant) surprise. Jim Anderson, co-worker of Grant, N4GM happened 
to be camping at the same KOA. I had tried to coax Grant into joining us 
earlier in the week. So, we sat Jim down at the operating position on 
Sunday 

afternoon to fill in for Grant. Also, two of my good friend, WA4YLD's 
grand- 

sons stopped by and started asking if we knew this ham and that ham, whom of 
course we did. The two boys had started studying for ham tickets, but got 
sidetracked by other studies before they were able to get licenses. 


I made one error in operating that could well have made the difference 
between 

a first and second place showing. I found that coiled cord thingee with the 
cooling fins on the front and started talking at it. People started talking 
back to me and I ended up logging about 50 QSO's. After my second phone 
session during the last hour, Kevin got back on CW and pushed the NA rate 
meter 

to over 100/hour! Next time I'll leave the mic at home! 


All in all, a quite successful outing. We had some light rain and almost 
constant overcast - a blessing since it kept us from roasting. Mosquitos 
were 

occassional visitors, but a minor annoyance. We completed breakdown of the 
station within 30 minutes after our 24 hour period ended and we hit the 
road. 

We made our usual "victory celebration" stop at the Dairy Queen on Key Largo 
and then headed for our respective homes.

Some members of the North Texas Microwave Society routinely make EME QSO's 
using 100 W at 10 GHz. It was once thought that the path loss on X-band 
would be too great for amateur power levels but that has been found to be 


incorrect. Using surplus TVRO dishes (resurfaced if necessary) and 
state-of-the-art LNA's EME on 10 GHz has actually been found to be easier 
then some of the lower bands. A few have heard their own echoes with as 
little as 4 to 5 Watts but I'm not aware of a two-way QRP QSO yet. It 
certainly sounds possible, especially with stations like W5LUA (ex. WB5LUA), 
who has a very large dish. In fact, sometimes it's too large as he 
illuminates only parts of the moon!

While there are plenty of miles in an EME contact, there is also a very 
inefficient reflector. 

The distance to the moon is between 223-253 thousand miles, double this 
for a 

round trip. 


The lowest power I know of for EME contacts is about 100 watts. 
This gives something between 4 and 5 thousand miles per watt, 
not bad at all, but certainly not a record. 


Please note that the 100 watt station will probably only be heard by 
the real ‘super stations' with antennas larger than the homes and land 
most of us live on. 


It is another fun area to experiment in.

Is saying 5 watts meaningless without specifying the impedance? 
NO 
Saying 37 dBm is the exact same thing as saying 5 watts. 


Why do RF people tend to assume 50 ohms and audio people use 600? 
This is an oversimplification, Hams use 50 ohms (mostly), audio is 


mostly 600 ohms, but cable TV people use 75 ohms. 
Today lots of audio is at 4, 8, or 32 ohms, what to do? 


Hmm, I wonder why? 


The reason comes down to taking measurements. 

The easiest to make and use are voltmeters so most of the meters we 
use are actually voltmeters that are calibrated to read the desired 
units when looking at a designated impedance. 

For additional convenience we calibrat our meters to read the units 
we use most, when looking at the most common impedance used in our 
equipment. 


For another example lets go to mechanical systems where horsepower is 
a common unit. HP is torque times RPM, for a rotation system. 

You can have the same HP at high RPM and low torque, or low RPM and 
high torque. The difference is gear ratio, also known as impedance.

Well, I have been having fun with the SG 2020, and last night from 0555 
to 0626 July 1, 1999 I had a chance to see what it could do on 7154.2. 


KG6MZ Dean in Calama WA (sp?), KR6BD Adam in Chico CA, KR6AW John in 
Fortuna CA and I were in a round robin QSO, and I had the chance to keep 
reducing power, first at 20 watts, then 10, then 3, then finally 1 watt. 


S units are approximate, at best, but I sank about 1 unit for each 
reduction. Typical start was 7, going down finally to 5. 


Antenna is jury rigged L antenna, the 33 foot vertical driven from the 
center conductor of the coax, and the horizontal 33 foot laying due 
north across the garage. Driven at about 8 feet up at the center. I'm 
a firm believer in the value of a good antenna! This one is doing a FB 
job, but, a beam up a long way would be interesting. Absolutely no 
reflected power noted on the SG 2020 rig. Apparently 1:1. 


I am really pleased with the SG 2020. Tried to run it on FD with D 
Cells, though, and even at one watt they couldn't push hard enough. 
Perhaps that was due to the small size of the conducting wires from the 
battery pack (8 D's in series). Next to look at improving the wire 
diameter. 


My QTH is central California 75 miles SE of Fresno (at 36 N and 119 N), 
and the trip to WA was a few miles! One watt was reported to be 
"better" that three. There was enough QRN to make it interesting, so 
the guys must really have had their ears on, as the CB'ers say.

The one I am familiar with 
is the ?obsolescent ? Siemens TCA440. I believe there are later 
Signetics/Philips jobs that may be superior. 

TCA is a serious radio chip: balanced mixer, sophisticated sinking diode 
agc. Limitation is that IF line has upper freq limit around 500kHz. Chip 
does all active things up to the detector. 

Thinking out loud: use with 455 if but make upper freq limit, say 15mHz 
before images get tooo bad....

for a SSB / CW receiver. (See "The Traveler" recevier kit at Dan's Small Parts.) 
The MC3362 (which is a newer chip than that used in the Traveler) has two local 
oscillators, two active mixers, a limiter stage, a signal strength output, and an 
FM quadrature detector. The first mixer input can accept signals up to 200 MHz. 


The chip is intended for FM reception up into the low VHF range, but its pinout 
allows one to bypass the limiter and FM detector. The Traveler uses the first 
mixer to convert an 80M signal to a 5.185 MHz IF, then the second mixer is used 
as a product detector.

If you are ok with something light-duty read on. 


Warning, don't use this for anything other than a very lightweight wire 
antenna, preferably an inverted V as it provides extra guying for the mast. 
Also, its a bit flimsy for a perminent installation. 


What I did for FD was to purchase a collapsible 17f£t paint pole at Home 
Depot. It has 3 sections, the top two being aluminum, and the bottom being a 
nice bright yellow fiberglass(keeps me from running into it!). 


I extend this a few feet by sliding a 5f£t section of PVC pipe over the top, 
which I keep from sliding down with a single hose clamp tightened around the 
top aluminum section a few feet down. I also purchased a lightweight guy 
ring (designed for a small TV mast), which sits on top of the Hose clamp and 
is thus prevented from sliding all the way down. I precut 4 lengths of 
brightly colored nylon rope and attached s-hooks on the end of each, these 
act as the guys for the mast. and attach to the guy ring. I trick I learned 
from a "Hints and Kinks" article is to pickup a 6-pack of cheap no-name 
screwdrivers and use these to peg the guy lines. 


For field day this year, I drilled a hole in the top end of the piece of PVC 
pipe and attached the center of my 20m folded dipole, which I hung from the 
mast as an inverted V. The PVC piece brings the total length to about 20ft 
and puts the center of the dipole a few feet above the aluminum sections. 


Basically the mast just needs to support it's own weight. Not extending the 
sections all the way (I leave about 3 inches or so of overlap in the 
sections) makes things a lot more stable. 

Sets up easily in 5-10 minutes with one person, and gives you a 20ft mast. I 
think that the overall length of the collapsed paint pole is about 6ft, so 
the whole thing including the 5f£t PVC addon packs up quite small and is very 
light. 


Next year I may clone my setup and use 2 masts to putup something like a 
halfsquare for 20 meters.

Since the thread is started and since I thought about this 
one let me pass on the thought process. 


On the moon is a set of "corner reflectors" placed there 
by one of the last man on the moon walks. Scientists use 
this reflector to bounce light off the moon and accurately 
measure the distance. Don't know how often. 


Let me tell you how difficult this is going to be. 

First, the earth rotates. Secondly the moon is moving. 

So you must continuosly move the laser direction and have 
an accurate aiming and tracking mechanism. But, the most 
important thing of all is that you have to account for 
refraction in the earth's atmosphere. The way you can 
estimate the effect is to go get something like 

"U.S. Standard Atmosphere, 1976" by NOAA and use the tables 
to generate a model of spherical zones with index of refraction 
for each zone. Using Fresnel Equations you can figure out 
the bending and using spherical trig figure out the path...

I have been using the Astron SS-30 (unmetered) with my FT9QOCAT for the 
past year and a half. No problems observed at any power level, CW or 
SSB. The cooling fan cycles on/off as needed, but it's quiet. About the 
same level as the fan in my FT900. Although I'm not sure I'd recognize 
switching noise if I heard it, I can say I haven't noticed any weird 
noises on receive. I also use the rig mobile (direct connect to battery) 
and it sounds the same, so maybe that will tell you something. Last 
weekend the FT900 and power supply went to Field Day and performed nicely 
for the entire contest. Ditto last year, so as far as I'm concerned the 
power supply is doing a good job and doing it quietly.

And don't take rejection personally. The best authors have been 
refused publication of their work. Try somewhere else. We've all 
heard the stories of success after many failures.... 


As LB smartly worded in his post. Writers block is common to everyone. 
The greatest fear that most people have today is that some (*& (@*&HE$ 
is gonna jump up outta the weeds and critique it with their super 
duper flame thrower. As most of us will and can tell you, ignore 


them. The ones who yell the loudest are usually the ones that have 

published the least and don't have a clue as to what doing something 
constructive is all about... :-) How is that for starting another 

flame war.... It's the age of the net-police and spell checkers. 


And I've noticed at HB contests. The guy that won and did the best 

work. You don't see that individual going around ridiculing the 

other entries. One: they usually have more class than that, but 

Two: they understand the time and energy required and they remember 

when they first started. They are a kinder gentler group of individuals. 
They are the ones to comment first on the good stuff and then offer 
hints on areas of improvement. That is the job of a reviewer and 

an editor. It is a win-win situation. IMHO. 


And I can tell you that every magazine and newsletter is looking for 
authors. Aim high. How about QST? QQ? QRPp? The Low Down? and 
the list goes on and on. A side effect of growth in any hobby is that 
the quest for knowledge and information grows exponentially. More. 
More. And I know for a fact that a lot of topics never get covered 

by the "experts" ‘cuz they don't have the time or don't think about it. 


I received in yesterday's mail "QRP-REPORT - Zeitschrift der 
Arbeitsgemeinschaft QRP und Selbstbau" a German publication for QRPers. 
Larry East, W1IHUE/7, had his article from the QRP Quarterly translated 
into German. '"“Modifikationen und Verbesserungen fur den QRP-Plus- 
Transceiver" The modifications and improvements for the QRP-Plus. 


Also a nice article on PSK31 in German. 


So you never know how many times an article will be translated and 
printed around the world. I've gotten reprints of stuff about QRP-L 
in a number of languages from numerous magazines and newsletters.

Well, I've often wondered about doing this kind of 
thing. I've even made IR's by using wire 

or coax and placing a 50 ohm resistor at one end and 
the radio at the other. They work - to 

a point - I tried it on a pair of 4W CB HT's I was 
able to get about 200 yards line-of-site 

but place three houses in the way & we got nothing. (I 
was doing this for a reason, I'm trying 

to make an IR CB antenna so the kids can use them 
during VBS - vacation Bible school - 

and NOT hear or interfere anyone else but still be 
able to TX & RX between themselves.) 


This initial design was not good enough so I made a 1 
foot long antenna with 9 feet of wire 

coiled around the one foot long 1/4" dia PVC pipe. 
This works very well, possible too well but 

we'll have to see. It gets through 200 yards & three 
houses just fine. 


I've also done this for other antennas where I could 
not use an ATU. So, here's my initial ideas 

about these antennas: (1) 300 ohm twin-lead about 100 
feet long with a 50 ohm resistor 


connecting the wires on one end & the radio on the 
other. (2) A random length wire loop with 

a 50 ohm resistor on one end to the shield connection 
& the other end to the center on the rig. 


The reason is that we don't "waste" any wire here we 
just use it for a bit & then put it away 
when it works (or doesn't).

That's a fairly decent 
spread, so why must they operate on the sub-bands edge when it is designated 
for QRP? 

The impetus for this posting is that I just had two QSOs stepped-on and 
obliterated by a digital op. It seemed that he didn't even bother to check 
the frequency before transmitting. I understand that sometimes, and perhaps 
especially with QRP, one might not detect a QSO in progress owing to 
propagation, but why would they not respect the fact that that frequency is 
supposed to be for QRP use---and simply stay off it? 

It so happens that I do most of my operating and DX-chasing from 14.0 to 
14.025, but it's nice to have "sanctuary" at 14.060. I really enjoy QSOs 
with other QRP ops, and 14.040 an ideal place to experiment with rigs that 
output less than 5 watts. I'm very dubious that row boats and battleships 
can occupy the same harbor....

Just Do It! 

Almost everyone who participates in a hobby has a pet idea, gimmick, or 
project.

The generally accepted 20 meter QRP calling frequency is also the generally 
accepted digital DX calling frequency. The frequency doesn't belong to anyone 
or any specific group. Your statement, "but why would they not respect the fact 
that that frequency is supposed to be for QRP use---and simply stay off it?" 
would be just as valid from the digital operators point of view if you were to 
substitute RTTY or Pactor for QRP. 


Consider this. The problem is compounded by the fact that neither operator, QRP 
nor digital, moves off the xcalling*x frequency after they have established 
contact. Perhaps we would experience less difficulty if we were to treat a 
calling frequency as just that, a calling frequency. 


Eric, I know you're angry and frustrated, but let's be careful not start another 
xus vs. themx flame war. I've worked both sides of the fence and know how 
exasperating it can be to be QRM'd, no matter what the source.

I was able to get temporary custody of a massive HP 4275A 
Multi-Frequency LCR Meter. So, I used the opportunity to 
evaluate several different types of 1000pF capacitors. Here 
are the results:

All of these are pretty fair capacitors, but these 
measurements do not tell all the story. Changing the 
feedback capacitor in Kitchin's regen from a polyester film 
to a polystyrene cap resulted in a substantial improvement 
in stability (smoothness of regeneration control) and 
clarity of the demodulated signal. 


I did not evaluate these caps for temperature stability. 
That, of course, is still another story.

I am planning a "temporary" installation of my SW40+ and NC20 on a Hobie 
Cat--a 16-foot catamaran sailboat with a mast of over 20 feet. My plan is to 
simply attach an antenna lead to the base of the mast and tune it with a ZM2. 


I plan on dropping a counterpoise over the side. So here's the questions. 


1. Should the counterpoise be a quarter wavelength at the operating 


freq, or could I use 33 feet of wire which would be about a quarter wave at 
40 and a half wave at 20. 


2. Would a 100 feet of wire in the water work better? 


3. Is there some other (wire type) antenna you would prefer in this 
situation--such as a 1/2 size G5RV as a steep inverted Vee with the center up 
at the top of the mast, etc? 


I know that when I get there it will probably end up being a "cut and 
cuss" event in any case, but any knowledge you can pass on before the day 
would be sincerely appreciated.
